egendary creature. It is more than possible that old Bagdad 
never knew a ruler by that name. 
Hunting for his palace 
will be much like trying to find King Arthur’s island vale of 
Avalon; it will mean looking for a place that never was on 
the map, that never had reality, that never was meant for the 
profaning feet of realtistic antiquarians. 
Yet, for all that, tlu* old Arabian and his storied palace 
are quite as real today as most flesh-and-blood personages 
of the old days. 
More so, infact; anyone who can read and 
can walk to the nearest library can make the acquaintance 
of both in short order. 
For when you invent a man, or a 
place, you at once make all ages free to come and see. 
The 
things we imagine are nearly always more real and sub stan­ 
tial than the things which actually happen. What boy hasn’t 
strolled the quarter-deck with Long John Silver? 
The truth is that we are not realtistic people. 
We are 
servants of dreams. The shapes that we conjure up in cloud- 
land are the forces that mold our lives. 
Even in our history 
oooks this truth is apparent. 
George Washington, for in­ 
stance, was once a live, human figure; y et we have interwov­ 
en into the story of his life so much legend, so many fanciful 
tales, that the Washington of popular imagination prob ab ly 
would b e unrecognizab le to Benjamin Franklin, sav, or John 
Adams, who knew him in the flesh. And that is not a fact to 
b e regretted, either; tor the legendary Washington has b e­ 
come gigantic, lordly , an image oi the ideals and aspirations 
of his country men. 
1 he ladies who are hunting Haroun s palace are, one sus­ 
pects. somewhat like those present-day b iographers who are 
:ry ingto “de-b unk” our histories. Their motive is, very likely ,, "T he modern method of 
insincere 
highly praiseworthy ; y et there is a limit to tlu* usefulness of pmpaganda -*rvps bos?
